DUBLIN, Aug. 12—President Cos- 
grave introduced in the Dail Eireann 
today a bill similar to that presented 
in the House of Commons for legal- 
ly setting up a Boundary Commis- 
sion under Article 12 of the Free 
State Treaty for the delimitation of 
the boundary between Ulster and 

Irish Free State. This bill also 
is for the purpose of ratifying Presi- 
lent Cosgrave's agreement with the 
Prime Minister, Ramsay 


The Dail voted 64 to 16 tn favor 
of a first reading of the bill. The 
new national groyp voted for thea 
motion on receiving Mr. Cosgrave's 
promise that the measure would not 
be proceeded with until the British 
bill had been passed. 

President Cosgrave announced 
that when the Dail had dealt with 
this bill he proposed to move ad- 
journment until October 21. In the 
course of his speech he denounced 
what he Cceseribed as persistent mis- 
representation and repeated false- 
hood continuously circulated by the 
anti-Irish press.

linsulin, the disintegration of the 
latom which still, presents 
science one of its most insoluble 
problems, and a garden party at 
Government House, the residence 
of the Lieutenant-Governer of 
| Ontario, were the high lights in 
a strenuous day for the members 
of the British Association for 
| the Advancement of Science to-

| The contributions to the dis 
| covery of insulin were made by 
|Dr. P. J. Moloney, Dr. D. M. 
Finlay and ©. H. Best, of the Un 
iversity of Toronto, and Dr. E. 
©. Albritton, of Ohio State Uni- 
| versity. The Toronto scientists 
| said insulin has not yet been pre- 
pared as a chemically pure sub- 
|stance, although it has been 
| worked out as an entirely satis- 
|factory product from the pa- 
tient’s point of view. The prep- 
jaration of the chemically pure 
substance was impertant since 
the nature of insulin would not 
be. fully known..until. these. had 


; been accomplished. 

Dr. Albritton presented’ evidence 
which went to support the theory 
that insulin was one of the juices 
which normally occurred 
jeonomy of a healthy body. He felt 
that when he raised the sugar c.n- 
tent of the biood of a dog above its

Criticizes Educational Sys- 
tem Which Turns Out 
“Lip Lazy Americans” 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—BEdward 
Bok, criticibing our American edu- 
cational system that turns out “‘lip 
lazy American,” says in his article 
in the August Century: 

“It is curious that the American 
man, with his perceptions always 
alive to assets, has not sensed the 
value of a trained speaking voice. 
There are few possessions muore of 
an asset than the atjlity to speak 
distinctly and to know where to put 
the emphasis, whether a .nan is a 
Salesman or an executive anrtous 
to make his points effective in 
speaking to a business conference, 
or a public audience. It is one of 
the most valuable ‘selling’ qualities 
a man can possess, whether he is 
selling a bill of merchandise or mak- 
ing a point in an argument. Noth- 
ing is of equal value to the lawyer 
impressing a jury or bench, it is the 
chief asset of a preacher, it is in- 
valuable to the statesman, it is the 
instrument of success with the pub- 
lie speaker Yet apparently we pay 
not the slightest attention to the 
almost complete absence of a study 
of the subject in our schools ana 
colleges, save in two or three col- 
leges,—and permit generation after 
generation to inherit our national 
lip-laziness. We are known in other 
countries for our slurring speech 
and our carelessness of pronuncia- 
tion, and yet an era of international | 
relations faces our children for |

First Residence of Jesuit)

by Quebec 


QUEBEC, Que., Aug. 12.—~(Cana- 
dian Press)—Canada's oldest house 
built in 1869, the first residence of 
the: Jesuit Fathers in Sillery, Que., 
is now the property of the Province 
of Quebec.

The smaller estimated yield furnish- 
ed from Ottawa yesterday and fears 
of frest throughout 
the murket strength from the start 
and while the volume was not par- 
ticularly large, tradiug was active 
throughout the session, the improve 
ment in values at Chicago helping 
the situation here. On the extreme 
bulges there was a little profit-tak- 
ing in evidence, but these were 
about all the offerings coming eur. 
The Liverpool market oepned 1 
to 1 3-8 cents lower but firmed up 
latér and closed 5-8 cents higher 


Canadian crop report. 

The future coarse grains were all 
strong and higher with a better claas 
of buying coming out and “shorts” 
were also covering. At the close 
oats showed an advance of about 
1 1-2 cents, barley 2 1-4 cents and 
rye 8 cents. Flax advanced about 4 
cents largely in sympathy with other 


grains, Trade volume was not lireé 
but “shorts” were inclined to cover 
up. 


Cash wheat was not wanted today. 
the advancing future markets and 
cheaper offerings from the United 
States winter wheat sectors taking 
all interest away from the  locai 
market and spreads fell away 1-2 
to 2 cents. 

Cash wheat in the future position 
was also neglected. Outgide of a 
food demand for the contract itrades 
of barley, which advanced about 2 
cents higher, there was little activ- 
ity displayed in the cash coarse 
grains which continue on a 
basis. Canadian crushers 
anxiety to secure top grade flax 
were responsible for a bulge of ¢ 
cents in spreads.

The present “Australian im- 
port preference of $15 per ton 
to the English mills, or nearly

but the rejéction by the Bri- 
tish Parliament of the Imper- 
ial preference proposals ap- 
pears to have caused an atti- 
tude in Australia more favor 
able to a trade arrangement 
with Canada. The Canadian 
pulp and paper industry “as 
probably more to gain than 
any other industry here from 
such an arrangement. Prepar- 
ations are being made to de- 
velop trade with Australia as 
soon as import conditions 
there are made more favorable 
to the Canadian product.
